Oil Soaked Building Burns So Fast 
Rescuer Cannot Quiet the 
Fighting Mob. 


ESCAPES WRAPPED IN FLAMES. 


Newark, N. J., Nov. In ten minutes 
twenty-five girls were burned alive today or 
crushed to death on the pavement in leaping 
from the windows and fire escapes of a four 
story brick factory building at a busy corner 
in-the mill district. 

The latest count tonight shows thet twenty 
of the twenty-four bodies recovered have 
been identified and that six girls are still 
missing. They may be among the unidenti- 
fied dead or they may bein the ruins. The 
collapse of a wall tonight interrupted further 
search. 

Witty were taken to hospitals, qt whom two 
may die. Among the injured is Joseph E. 
Sloane, deputy fire chief, who was caught 
beneath a falling wall and buried in bricks 
and rubbish. He is badly hurt, but may re- 
cover 


The rush of the flames was so incredibly 


swift and threw such unreasoning terror into 
the huddled working girls on the top story 
that the body of one wag found still seated 
on a charred stool beside the machine at 
which she had been busy when the first cry 
of fre“ petrified her with fright.

They boiled out of the windows like a thick 
treacle, rolled upon the heads of those 
below, and cascaded off the fire escape to the 
pavement sixty feet below. 

Jump from All Points. 

Some of them stood in the windows out- 
fined against the flames and jumped clear; 
others from the landings; still others from 
the steps where they stood. They fell every- 
whene—into the net. on the necks of firemen, 
and fifteen of them on the hard stone slabs. 

When the awful rain of bodies ceased there 
were eight dead in the street, and the gutters 
ran red. Seven more were so badly crushed 
that they died in hospitals. Fifty are still 
under surgical care. 

Clouds of smoke and showers of burning 
embers spread over the city and rained down 
on neighboring roofs. As the news flew— 
and it lost nothing in the telling-—-panic spread 
to other factories, where many of the girlie 
in pert! had friends and relatives, and sev- 
eral Srms had to shut down for the day. 

Thousands flocked to the fire and made the 
work of the firemen and police more difficult. 
Italian silk workers fell in the street and 
prayed and lamented pitiably. Priests and 
clergymen worked their way through the 
press to give the last consolations to those 
of their different faiths.’

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Packer’s Condition Is Grave 
Following Operation at 
Mercy Hospital. 


LAST SACRAMENT GIVEN. 


Michael Cudahy, president of the Cudahy 

Packing company, wae in a critica! condition 
at the Mercy hospital last hight. Extreme 
unction, the last sacrament of the Roman 
Catholic church, was administered in the 
afternoon. The members of bis immediate 
family surrounded the bedside awaiting the 
end. 
Mr. 8 was operated on early last 
Wednesday morning for appendicitis. Double 
pneumonia afterward set in and his age, 69 
years, was a big factor against him. Dr. 
John B. Murphy found the patient in a pre- 
cartous condition when he submitted to the 
operation, owing to a complication -of pa- 
ralysis, and it was generally understood by 
the patient, his family, and Dr, Murphy that 
the operation furnished the one slight chance 
for recovery. 

Mr. Cudahy, however, rallied after the 
operation and on Wednesday and Thursday 
showed improvement. After that his decline 
was gradual. Hope finally was given up at 
noon yesterday. 


Earns $6 a Week at First. 
Mr. Cudahy was born in Callan, County R 
kenny, Ireland, on Deo. 7, 1841, and was 
brought to America by his parents in 1849, 


the family settling in Milwaukee. Subse-. 


quently Michael and his brothers, John, Pat- 
rick and Edward, and their father, Patrick, 
entered the packing house of John Plankin- 
ton. Michael was then 14 years old and 
earned §6 per week. He worked in the pig 
killing department. 

The family worked assiduously and saved 
money, and in 1866 Michael quit the Plankin- 
ton firm and became a director in the packing 
house of Edward Roddis in Milwaukee. Later 
he became general manager for the packing 
house of Plankinton and Armour. He severed 
his interests with that concern in 1875, de- 
came superintendent for P. D. Armour and 
took up his residence in Chicago, devoting all 
his time to Armour & Co. 

During the seventeen yeare that he was 
dzbociated with the late Mr. Armour, Mr. 
Cudahy had complete control of the stock- 
yard end of the business, and it is said no man 
before or since had a more thorough practical 
knowl¢age of the packing industry, The 
friendship between these two meat leaders 
continued until Mr. Armour death. It 
never mattered what relations existed be-

Two million dollars is not 
much money to enter an industry that is 
already crowded, but any tinfe you need my 
help, wire me, and it will be forthcoming 
immediately.“ 

Mr. Cudahy, however, never needed the 
proffered help. He had a strong hold on the 
cattlemen, In doing business with Mr. Cud- 
ahy they always considered they were doing 
business with an individual and not a firm. 
His word was as good as his affidavit. 

It was in 1881 that the Cudahy brothers 
established the firm of Cudahy Bros., which 
subsequently became the Cudahy Packing 
company, with Michael Cudahy as president. 
Soon the firm established packing houses in 
Milwaukee, Omaha, and Kansas City, and 
today the firm has branches in every impor- 
tant city of the United States. 

Mr. Oudahy is a member of the Union 
League, Chicago Yacht, Exmoor, and Gien- 
view clubs. 

He is estimated to be worth between 1 $4,000, . 
000 and $10,000,000.

MOSES C. WETMORE I$ DEAD 
St. Louis Millionaire Succumbs to 
Injuries Due to Wagon. 


WAS FRIEND OF W. J. BRYAN. 


Began Life Working as Tobacco Strip- 
per and Rose Rapidly.

St. Louls Mo., Nov. 26.—Col. Moses C. 
Wetmore died this afternoon at 3 o'clock as 
the result of injuries he suffered when run 
over by a wagon. 

Col, Wetmore was a bachelor and was a 
millionaire. Born in Illinois, he began life 
as a tobacco stripper and finally became one 
of the chief owners of the Liggett & Meyers 
Tobacco company. He opposed the tobacco 
trust, and when this eucceeded in buying 
his factory he quit the business. 


Quit Business to Fight Trust. 


He considered the tendency to centralize 


to be wrong, and he retired from business 
that he might have the better opportunity 
to fight the methods which he believed to be 
a menace to the opportunity of the indi- 
vidual. 

It is reported that the fight he made against 
the trust while stil] in the tobacco busi- 
ness cost him $5,000,000, but when he retired 
he had probably as much more. 

An ardent Democrat, Col. Wetmore was 
a friend of Richard P. Bland and later be- 
came intimately associated with William 
Jennings Bryan. He was a member of the 
Democratic national committee. 


Did Not Rally After Accident, 

Cel. Wetmore, who was @ years old, was 
injured on Wednesday and did not raliy, 
owing, probably, to his age. 

In the accident Col, Wetmore suffered a 
fracture of his right shoulder. a fracture of 
his right hip, and concussion of the brain. 
He had left his office to go to his home when, 
upen crossing. the street, he was run down 
by a wagon, the wheels of whith passed over 
his body, leaving him prostrate and help- 
lees In the congested street until he was res- 
cued by a patrolman.

Graphic Description of Room. 

IJ had just got up from my machine to go 
for a drink of water when I saw smoke curl 
ing from between the planks of the floor. A 
girl in the back of the room shrieked ‘Fire!’ 
The elevator man came up, stuck his head 
through the door and called, Don't be afraid, 
girls. There's no danger Then he shut the 
door and that was the last we saw of him. 

I have no idea how long it took these 
things to happen. The next I remember is 
the forewoman, Miss Hoag, running in from 
the hallway, tearing at her shirt waist. I 
think she must have been on flre then. I saw 
her run to a window and jump out. Tben all 
the girls ran to the. windows: There was a 
lot of senoke in the room by that time and. 
the flames were beginning to come through 
the floor. 

Not all the windows had fire escapes and 
some of the girls did not have sense enough 
to go to the right windows. They could not 
be dragged away. I got out on a fire escape 
and remembered not to jump from the top. 
landing. Everything happened so. quickly: 
that I could not follow all of. it; but I think 
that some of the girlS must have been 
crowded off the ladder oy the crush behind 
them.“ 


Fireman Gets First Alarm. 

Fireman Brown., who turned in the 8 
was at work directly opposite the bullding, 
cleaning the windows of the engine house 
where he ig stationed. He saw a girl rush 
out of the factory into the street, 2 db 
and wringing her hands 

There's fire in there! she cried, pointing 
back tc the hallway she-hadNeft. Brown 
did not wait to ask questions; he turned in 
an alarm and then dashed up the fire es- 
cape. 

Already he found forty girls at the fourth 
story windows, some of them eso dased with 
terror that they had not the wit to pulldown 
the sashes and climb out.

He counted forty that 
filed past him, 

The floor was far from cleared, but the 
heat had then grown so intense that the skin 
was beginning to crackle from his face 
He pulled himself up to the window for a last 
look in, but at that moment a gusb of red 
streaked: smoke blinded and almost emoth- 
ered him and he was forced to drop into the 
lee of the wall.

IN A REHABILITATED CHINA. 


Experienced Catholic Priest and Mis- 
sionary Says Japanese Have Posses- 
sion of Educational Authority There.

The Rev. Martin Kennelly, for twenty-five 
years a Roman Catholic missionary in China, 
leaves Chicago tonight to return to Shanghai 


tury. Father Kennelly has been attached 
to the Shanghai mission during the greater 
part of that time. : 

Great administrative and educational re- 
forms are taking place in China; according to 
Father Kennelly, and a constitutional gov- 
ernment will be established there within the 
present decade. 

“The rehabilitation of the Chinese army 
and navy is being carried out largely under 
the tutelage of Japanese officers,”’ said 
Father Kennelly. ‘“ Japanese teachers also 
are playing a prominent part in the new edu- 
cational system: The Chinese take kindly 
to instruction from Japanese and from them 
are receiving the most advanced ideas which 
the Japanese have borrowed trom, the 
United States, Germany, and France. The 
education of China offers a field of oppor- 
tunity to Japanese of modern training which 
they are eager to seize. 

“The feature of Catholic missionary work 
in China is that among the 2,100 priests in the 
field, there are less than ten of English 
speaking birth. Of the number 650 are 
Chinese. 

“Phe Catholic church has 12,000,000 en- 
rolled converts in.China and is adding 100,- 
000 a year. It supports 6.000 elementary 
schools with 200,000 students. Industrial and 
manual training schools are maintained at 
Peking, Sharghai, Hongkong, Canton, and 
Chung King. 

He has been staying at the College of St. 
Ignatius.

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CALLS U. S. ARMY © 
WORST IN WORLD 


Former Capt. Clotworthy Says 
Inefficiency Is Due to Fail- 
ure to Mobilize Troops. 


MANY POSTS ARE USELESS. 


Parts of Regiments Scattered All 
Over Country; Urges Large 
‘“‘Divisions.”’ 


That the United States army Is inferior in 
military organization to the armies of every 
other large nation of the world was the 
statement yesterday of H. Lee Clotworthy, 
military expert, associate editor of the Unit- 
ed States Infantry Journal, and formerly a 
captain in the army. He came here to at- 
tend the meeting of the United States In- 
fantry association. 

He asserted that Uncle Sam's military de- 
partment.is Inefficient as a fighting machine, 
and that any one of the big powers—notably 
Japan—could whip the daylights out of 
us without half trying.“ 

“The trouble with Americans,“ he said, 
ie that we allow our patriotism to overbal- 
ance our common sense. Because our bis- 
tory tells us that in the past we licked every 
nation with whom we had differences, we 
have the idea that we are impregnable, and 
that our national courage will win all bat- 
tles. We think that all we have to do is to 
‘stand together,’ and, should we not be ade- 
quately armed for the occasion, hur] a few 
Rocky mountain rocks at the enemy. 

The trouble is that modern warfare would 
not give us a chance for any such tactics. 
We would be whipped before we even start- 
ed. The principal cause of our army’s fall- 
ure to compare favorably with other armies 
is lack of organization. For over a hundred 
years it has been plodding along in the same 
old rut. 


Regiments Are Not Mobilized.. 
“There are thirty regiments of infantry 
in the army, but hardly any one of them 
has been mobilized together in order to give 


! the men the proper training. They are scat- 


tered all over the country at various needless 
military posts. Consequently, both officers 
and men suffer for lack of adequate drill, and 
would be absolutely unprepared to fight an 
army of real soldiers. 

How can a colonel teach a regiment the 
science of warfare when, on being assigned 
to a certain military post, he discovers that 
the regiment is sprinkled in the four corners 
of the country? He has only a corporal’s 
guard to do anything with, and yet he would 
be held. accountable if his regiment should be 
defeated in battle. 

There are a great many needless military 
posts. Of course, it is necessary to keep 
men in the Philippines and Alaska, but not in 
small towns, The latter type—known to 
military men as ‘hitching posts '—Were es- 
tablished years Ago and small towns have 
grown up around them. The war department 
has not been able to give them up because of 
the interference of politicians who believe the 
removal of the posts would injure the towns 
commercially. Because of this about 40 per 
cent of the men in the army are not receiving 
the requisite military training.

Correction in 15 Districts.

A con- 


siderable number of ether districts, in which 
the original returns indicated the possibility 


| Of incorrect enumeration, were found to be 


substantially correct.” 

The original returns from Portland con- 
tainéd 222,050 names, or 15,745 more than the 
final count, the latter number being elim- 
inated on a careful rechecking of certain dis- 
triets and the entire re€numeration of two 
others. 

Mr. Durand says that while it was found 


similar causes were found by the census bu- 
reau for the padding which led to the recount. 


Private Organizations Blamed. 

A private organization in each city, in Port- 
land perhaps more than one organisation, 
hed slips printed containing the census ques- 
tions and names were added by the enumera- 
tors from the slips thus collected. The or- 
ganigations in each case collected names of 
many persons who “ claimed not to have been 
enumerated and to be entitled to enumera- 
tion.”

Arrest Made in North Side Mix-

Victoria Jorzak, 1513 Tell place, and Enge- 
line Sable, 1870 Ingram street, nonunion gar- 
ment workers empioyed oy Hart, Schaffner & 
Marx, were benten vy two girl strikers at 
van Buren and Suerman streets yesterday 
afternoon on their way home from work. 

Their assailants, Lena Black, and Bessie 
Monienko, were arrested and locked up at 
the Harrison stPéet station, The girls were 
stopped and taunted about taking the places 
of strikers. They were asked where they 
were going and where they worked. Lena 
Black, according to the police, then slapped 
Victoria Jorsak in the face, breaking her 


glasses, and when Angeline Sable attempted 
to interfere she wae beaten by the Montenko 
girl. Both victims and assailants were 18 
years old, 
Shot in Strike Riot. 

Salvatore Gixacia, 62 years old, 51 North 
Clark street, was arrested during the day on 
a werrant sworn out in connection with the 
shooting of three men at West Oak and 
Larrabee streets in the morning while a 
strike riot wes in progress. The warrant 
was sworn out-by Alberto Allioto, one of the 
wounded men. 

Vincent Belleno and his wife, who were 
arrested on Friday charged with the shoot- 


‘ing, wore arraigned in court and their cases 


continued for a week. The charges of assault 


with a deadtiy weapon were changed to as- 
eault with intent to kill.

Mutineers Surrender Ships to the 
Government for: Amnesty. 


SAILORS TO GET MORE PAY. 


Enlisted Men Win All Points; Will 
Have Less Work to Do. 


Rio Janeiro, Nov. 26.—The ships of the 
Brazilian fleet, which have been in the hands 
of mutinous sailors since the night of Nov. 
22, were surrendered to the government at 
7 o'clock this evening. This action of the 
mutineers followed the granting of their de- 
qands by the government of amnesty to all 
oeoncerned in the revolt, higher pay and less 
work for the sailors, and the adjustment of 
certain minor grievances. 

It was announced, at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing that the mutineers would surrender, but 
at that hour and for some time afterward 
the warshipe still flew the red flag and con- 
tinued their evolutions im the harbor. 


Business Suspended Awhile. 

On this announcement the city resumed its 
customary calm and business, which had 
been in a measure suspended, was again 
taken up, although the failure to come to a 
complete end direct understanding with the 
revolting sailors caused considerable appre- 
hension. 

Jean Candido, the leader of the*mutineers, 
in company with forty other sailors, aban- 
doned the Minas Geraes some time yester- 
day, and the minister of marine dispatched 
an Officer to board the battleship and ascer- 
tain whether it. was the intention to deliver 
over the vessels.

IN STOCK SCANDAL 


Former Premier of France Has 
Hard Time at Inquiry 
by Deputies. 


CLASH WITH M. LEPINE. 


Prefect of Police Says He Was 
Ordered to Find a Com- 
plainant in Case. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

PARIS, Nov. 26.—Former Premier Clemen- 
ceau has been put upon nettles this week in. 
the investigation of the Rochette affair, aad 
it cannot be said that he came out of the 
ordeal with exactly flying colors. Rochette 
was a Sly sort of banker who induced many 
of the French middle class to abandon their 
safe investments and to put their savings in 
the wildest of schemes promoted by himself. 
It is charged that political influence de- 
layed Rochette’s prosecution and further 
that political influence timed the hour of his 
arrest so that vast sums were made at the 
beurse by the well informed through selling 
what may be termed the Rochette stocks 
short. All of this happened while Clemen- 
ceau was premier. The scandal had its first 
alring while Clemenceau was in Argentina 
last summer, making a lucrative lecture tour. 
Ii was insinuated that Clemenceau was re- 
sponaible for bringing the prosecution at the 
time appointed in advance through an un- 
derstanding between the police authorities 
and the politico-speculative group, the per- 
sonality of which was not then clearly de- 
fined. 
Clemenceau’s homecoming a few weeks ago 
was sensational chiefly because he was short- 
iy to appear before the parliamentary com- 
mission, of which Juares, the Socialistic 
leader, was chairman, appointed to investi- 
gate the scandal. 


Lepine Cites Premier’s Order. 
Lepine, prefect of police, testified that dur- 
ing the summer Clemenceau ordered him at 
to bring the complaint against Rochette.

Verblage, no matter how melodious, in- 
spires Cistrust, whereas blunt, dfrect speech 
appeals to the English.speaking races. And 
that was why the late Duke of Devonshire, 
who spoke as little as he could, and was wont 
to yawn in the middle of his speeches, by rea- 
son, as he explained it, of their dreariness, 
was regarded by the bulk of his countrymen 
us @ far safer man eg follow.

Site of Solomon’s Temple. 
Mount Moriah is on the eastern edge of 
Jerusalem proper. It is just opposite the 
Mount of Olives and above the garden of 
Gethsemane, across the valley of Jehosaphat. 
The wall of the city runs around its slope, 
and its top is a plateau containing thirty-five 


Jerusalem inside the walls. 

In going to it we leave our hotel on Mount 
Zion and make our way down David street, 
through a horde of pilgrims of all colors, 
races, and sexes. We pass the Church of 
the Holy Sepulcher, go through a bazaar 
where men and women, sitting on the ground, 
| are selling glass bracelets and beads from 
Hebron, past candle shops whose wares are 

to be burnt at the tomb of our Savior, and 

on through a vaulted, tunnel-like street 
| Which was once the cotton bazaar but which 
now sels everything else. At the end of this 
tunnel we ascend a stairway and find our- 
| selvés on the plateau now devoted to the 
| Mosque of Omar, but formerly the site of the 

Temple of Solomon. 

The plateau of the temple rises in terraces. 
| We first enter that which was known as the 

Court of the Gentiles, and was open to Jew 
and Gentile alike, From this we go up to 
the Court of the Israelites and then to the 
Court of the Priests, which now is under the 
great Mosque of Omar. It was in the latter 
court that the open air altar for burnt offer- 
ings stood, or, in fact, the rock upon which 
Abraham tied Isaac when he was about to 
burn him, obéying the Lord. 


Holy City Below Ground. 

Before we examine the plateau itself I 
want to take you down underground. There 
are said to have been seven Jerusalems 
which have been bullt and destroyed and re- 
built again. The Holy City has a subter- 
ranean region, many parts of which have 
been excavated, exposing wonderful ruins. 
Right under the temple platform is'a cata- 
comb of great tanks, and the walls are said 
to go down many feet. re are steps at 
one place, and descending them we come into 
a wilderness of vaults, whose roofs are up- 
held by pillars and arches of stone. Some 
of the stone blocks are of enormous size. 
I have measured one which is eight feet wide 
and fifteen feet high. 

Before we. go farther I must tell you about 
the escort which guards us as we ‘move 
about this great Christian shrine. Like the 
rest of Jerusalem, it now belongs to the Mo- 
hammedans and is one of the places which 
Christians are not permitted to enter with- 
out permission of the Turkish governor of the 
eity. This I bave got through the American 
consul. 

The governor has also given me a Moham- 
medan soldier and the consul has sent along 
his chief kavass, the two to act as our guides. 
The soldier has a sword at his side and the 
kavass is armed with a scimitar and an ebony 
club, finished at the top in a knob of silver 
as big as my fist. The kavass is one of the 
majordomos, or soldiers, of the American 
consulate. Our consul has two of them and 
they accompany him wherever he goes upon 
state occasions. They are tall, straight 
Syrians, more gorgeously clad than Solomon 
in his glory. They have vests covered with 
gold embroidery, coats with long sleeves, and 
trousers of the zouave order, each leg of 
which contains enough cloth to make a 
trained skirt for a lady. I have made a 
photograph of the consul with his kavasses 
standing beside him. He looks like a prisoner 
with the k ses as guards. 

Visit to the Mosque of Omar. 

Our Mohammedan guides enable us to 
visit the Mosque of Omar, which was sup- 
posed by the crusaders to be Solomon's 
temple. It was actually built as a cathedrai 
by the Christian emperors who reigned a: 
Constantinople, and is one of the finest speci- 
mens of Byzantine architecture. When it 
was constructed it was dedicated to the Vir- 
gin Mary, but about 1,300 years ago, when 
Omar captured Jerusalem, he turned it into 
a Mohammedan mosque, and so it is to this 
day. 

Imagine a mighty dome of greenish copper, 
on the top of which is a golden crescent. 
Let this be as large or larger than that of 
the capitol at Washington, and fet it rest 
upon a vast octagonal temple walled with 
tiles so fine that any one of them would be 
prized as a piece of rare china. Let there be 
a dado of marble below the tiles and a wide 
frieze above them, inieid with Arabic char- 
acters containing texts from the Koran, and 
let the whole be entered by mighty doors 
over which are arches of carvings, and you 
have a faint idea of the Dome of the Rock, 
the name by which this mosque is known, 


At the Sacred Nock. 
Right in the center of the mosque is the 
huge rock upon which Abraham built his 
altar for Isaac, and upon it, the Moham-

PARIS, Nov, 26—Four hundred members 
of the French chamber of deputies showed 
remarkable lack of discretion and good sense 
a few months ago when they sent tothe Rus- 
sian duma a signed address protesting 
against certain proposed legislation on its 
part in reference to Finland. 

Now the entire French public feels a hu- 
miliation from the biting replies of the lead- 
ers of the duma which have been received in 
Paris. In incisive phrases the Russian leg- 
isiators tell their French brothers that they 
are downright impertinent and would do far 
better to mind their own business, 

M. Diorich, a member of the council of the 
Russian empire, writes: 

We Russians never will forget that 400 
representatives of an allied power, forget- 
ting the tles of friendship which unite our 
two countriés, as well as the international 
proprieties, have permitted themselves in a 
printéd document to address criticism and 
reproof to the legislative chambers of Rus- 
Sila. 

Answering the French deputies on behalf 
of all his colleagues, a duma delegate named 
Kroupenski says: 

‘The members of the imperial duma do 
not at all need to receive advice from the 
citizens. of a foreign country on questions of 
Russian politics, with which the latter have 
no concern from any point of view.“

MOTHER FEARS HE’S DEAD. 


Friends of Young Man Think He Will 
Be Heard of in United States. 


[BY cant TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—Mystery still sur- 
rounda the disappearance of Lieut. Frederick 
Fermor Hesketh of the Ninth lancers, son 
and heir of Sir Thomas Fermor Hesketh and 
Lady Hesketh, who is a daughter of the 
late Senator Sharon of California. The 
young man, who is 26 years of age and over 
6 feet tall, could not be lost eastly in a 
crowd, yet since Oct. 30 he has not been 
heard of or seen. 

It is sald he has gone to America with a 
companion, and, although his distracted 
mother doesn’t believe it, the principal detec- 
tive agencies of the United States were em- 
ployed to try to discover his whereabouts.

Otherwise it was with Athos, 
or, to give him his proper name, Armand 
de Sillégue, who was killed in a duel. 

Aramis, D’Artagnan’s third brother in 
arms, was never a bishop nor a duke nor a 
general of the Jesuits. He was Henry 
d' Aramits, lay abbott c. Aramits, near Ol- 
oron. He joined De Troisville’s Musketeer 
guard at the same time as D’Artagnan, but 
beyond the fact that he married a lady of the 
house of Béarn-Bonasse little is known of 
him. * 

D’Artagnan, on the other hand, made a 
brilliant career. On the day of his enlist- 
ment he, with his three companions, fought 
and overcame four of Cardinal Richelieu's 
hirelings, whereupon Louis XIII. gave the 
boy a special audience and presented him 
with 50 ducate and a cadet’s commission.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Aceording toa London 
physician, smoking has a worse effect on 
most people in winter than in summer, and 
he advises all smokers who find their health 
and mental faculties impaired in winter for 
no apparent reason to accept t as the 
explanation and to cut down or but out their 
smoking during the colder months. 

Tobacco, he said, is a powerfui drug and 
cannot be consumed in large quantities with- 
out producing a ¢gertain effect on the heart. 
It also has opposite effects on the heart. 
First it slows the action, then it quickens it, 
ond it is this constant reaction which event- 
ually produces smoker's heart. 

It must be rememberel that during the 
winter the heart has a great deal more work 
to do than in summer, for the cold causes the 
blood vessela to become small and pinched. 
It ig thus far jess able to bear the extra strain 
| put upon it by smoking, and the reaction

The type of which Lafayette Towers inthe 
play Tour Humble Servant " is a florid pic- 
ture has disappeared, and today the most 
successful actor om the stage cannot be dis 
tinguished from the man who is successful in 
any other cultured pursuit. 

Recently a friend asived if the material com- 
pensations of the actor would compare with 
those of any other artist. I never had thought 
much about the matter, but upon looking over 
the field t seems to me that the modern actor 
receives a higher pecuniary compensation 
than any other man in the line of artistic en. 
deavor. With the exception of Sargent, Ab- 
bey, and Alma Tadema few of the modern 
painters are rich men; I do not recall any one 
who hag more than a modest competence 
Chase is a poor man; Israels is now only com- 
ing into his own late in life. None of the 
landscape men is wealthy—the money made 
by the sale of art as a rule has been made by 
the art dealer, not by the painter. 


— 


Among the musicians Wagner left a great 
fortune, but neither Puccini nor Mascagni is 
well off, as we now take into consideration 
this world's goods. 

Poets are proverblally poor. Kipling is 
rich, but Robert Louls Stevenson who was 
incomparably more of an artist, died a com- 
paratively poor man. 

It almost looks at a cursory glance as if the 
actor or the grand opera singer who taker 
the conception of another artist and gives 1. 
life and substance is materially compensated 
beyond all his brothers. 

This may be called commercialism of the 
theater, but the final standard of all art ie 
gold. When we say, All the world bows to 
the great artist,“ we simply mean the world 
that pays. 

“The Angelus war as great a picture at 
the moment Millet finished it as it is now, 
when all the world that pays ” bows before 
it in the Louvre, where it was placed at a 
cost of $160 000, yet half the people who go to 
see it now would not have considered it Worth 
a visit to the Httle studio of Barbizon during 
the life of the artist—the cordon of gold had 
not been placed upon it then. 

The actor is coming more and more to un- 
derstand this standard and he knows that his 
work cannot wait for a slow decision; it must 
come to him during his Mfetime or not at all. 
Perhaps this is the reason that the material 
benefits that accrue to the average actor are 
greater than those of the ordinary painter, 
poet, or musician. 

If he. has any business ability at all the 
actor is almost sure of a competéncy. . This 
country is dotted over with the modeet or 
pretentious homes of the players. He 1s no 
longer the nomad, the stroller, He is a re- 
spected and respectable member of society. 
But while the actor has become a commer- 
clal asset in the nation’s proeperity his art 
never can become commercialized. 

No real artist ever thinks of the material 
side while he is creating. He must work out 
his idea with all the enthusiasm and earnest- 
ners which he is capable. and then if 
“the world that pays puts the guinea 
stamp of its approval on it. he has succeeded.

Miss Terry is anxious to tell us ot the con- 
ceptions that she has embodied on the stage, 
and also to win sympathy with the feminist 
movement of the present time.

SHORTEN THE TRIALS. 

A Chicago lawyer suggests that the 
pay of jurors be doubled—be made $4 a 
day. He is of the opinion that what he 
calls “inadequate compensation” causes 
a large number of well qualified men to 
seek and secure release from jury serv- 
r= On the other hand it is adequate 
to attract men who work as little as 
possible and are of inferior quality. 

There is a less expensive and more 
certain device for overcoming the con-, 
fessed reluctance to serve of the better 
| qualified veniremen. It fs to make trials 
1 briefer—ceasing to consume five weeks 
or more in trying a case which in Eng- 
land would be done in five days. An 
additional $2 would make jury service 
more attractive to men out of jobs. It 
would not make jury service any moro 
attractive for the business men whe fini 
fault with the waste of time involved. 
They had rdther serve for a week at $2 
a day than for four weeks at $4 a day. 
Make jury service less repellent. and 
there will be better jurors. 

There would be better juries, also, if 
lawyers did not sometimes seem to take 
special pains to keep apparently well 
qualified men out of the jury box. Their 
unwearied asking of unnecessary ques- 
tions often appears to have no other 
purpose than to open to unwilling venire- 
men an avenue of escape. If lawyers 
were to codperate in efforts to preveut 
their escape and securesthe best qualified 
men there would be a notable change in 
the situation. : 

Cook county id paying now over $200,- 
000 a year for jurors’ fees. If it could 
get a superior article of justice by paying 
more the extra expense would be an 
economy. To double the expense without 
improving the quality would be a sheer 
waste of money. 


GROWING OLD USEFULLY. 

Hale and hearty, sound in body and 
mind, John Bigelow, lawyer, diplomat, and 
author, who has just greeted. his 93d birth- 
day, faces the world smilingly and gives 
‘his recipe for a happy old age. Live 
cleanly and bealthfully, he says. Get 
out of irksome business when you feel its 


| cares and worries preying oh your mind. 


Don't allew to sap your youth 
| and vitality, . Forty-five years ago I ze 


and performed only those labors which 
were pleasing. to me. As à result 1 have 
conserved my nervous force and brain 
power.” 

But “ retiring from business does not 
mean with John sigelow a cessation of 
interest in the affairs of life, nor should it 
with any man. While he ceased prac- 
ticing law over forty years ago, nothing 
which touched his profession vitally since 
then has failed to interest him. He has, 
through books and addresses, shown that 
he Kept fully abreast of the development 
of legal science. And although he retired 
from an active part in politics about the 
game time, he has never omitted to ex- 
press his decided opinions on men and 
measures. One might think that at93 he 
would take but a languid interest in a mat- 
ter like the tariff, but on his birthday he 
has put out a monograph dealing with that 
topic which is remarkable for its grasp of 
detail and its setting forth of causes and 
effects. 

When fe was 90 years old he published 
his “Recollections,” in which he garnered 
hie autiable memories of people and events 
during his long public life, an achievement 
which, considering its extent and his age, 


man. His whole career has been one of 
usefulness and activity, an example of a 
healthy mind freed from the torpor which 
so often overtakes men of advanced age, 
and of good deeds and helpful interest. 


. THE AMERICAN DOLLAR. 

The tables are turned. There was 
time when some of the men who were 
fighting the battles of protection in this 
country were insistent in the charge that 
British gold was sent here to subsidize 
the free traders who were endeavoring to 
break down American industries. Now 
an Fuglſäh paper tells us that American 
business men and capitalists are tinancing 
the home rule cause, not because they 
love Ireland but because they wish te 
prevent the adoption of tariff reform.” 
This. will surprise the contributors to the 
Irish parliamentary fund. They are giv- 
ing little thought to the attempt to com- 
mit Great Britain to a mild form of pro 
tection. They are indifferent largely be- 
aus- they believe it will fail. . 

Tt is a little ungrateful for British 
Statesmen and newspapers to resent and 
thynder against the invasion of the United 
Kingdom by “ the American dollar.” That 
dollar has been welcome in the past when 
it game as the dowry of an American 
heiress and helped to lift the mortgage on 


| the estate of some bankrupt duke or earl. 


It has been welcome when contributed to 
the campaign fund of the Tories by some 
rich American who had deserted his native 
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rule bill. If giving money to aid in bring- 
ing that about is “financing a revolution 
with American gold,” they are proud of 
being the financiers. The more they are 
scolded the more generous they will 
be. Let it be clearly understood that 
‘home rule depends on “the American 
dollar“ and it will be forthcoming. 


“THE WASTERS.” 
Mr. William Hard, writing for Every- 
body’s Magazine, finds the great feminine 


work, but a leisure of no work. Marie 
is Mr. Hard’s heroine. Mary, he would 
admit, supports a tippling husband by 
washing six days a week and spends the 
seventh wondering whether he really is 
bad enough to drive ber to the divorce 
courts. Marie thinks of divorce as a possi- 
ble relief from the hardship of no work. 

Mr. Hard, it should be borne in mind, is 
writing of “The Women of Tomorrow.” 
Marie thus ise the gremddaughter of «a 
Mary who did not have a tippling hus 
band, and she herself has a proud and 
indulgent one. Marie, by force of cireum- 
stances, has become “ as competent a little 
grafter as the town affords.” 

An amiable papa has been succeeded by 
a more amiable husband. Marie would 
have shocked her parents by working in 
her maiden days. She would have humili- 
ated her husband by proposing it in her 
wedded ones. Therefore, probably, Marie 
is an effect and not a cause. 

Mr. Hard blames most of it on poor 
John Wyatt, who set up a spinning ma- 
chine in the town of Litchfield in the year 
1733, thereby depriving the Maries of their 
hereditary oecupation—spinning. Evident- 
ly we have here another instance in which 
the perfection of machinery has thrown 
labor out ot employment, although there 
comes the thought that peeling potatoes 
was a more ancient employment of Marys 
and Maries and that it still demands work- 
women. 

No machine satisfactory in domestic use 
has been found to take the jackets off 
potatoes, and we reflect that before spin- 
ning was known, in the happy early period 
when father took the family clothes from 
the back of a bear or wolf, there was the 
necessity for mother to prepare the 
mashed, boiled, or German fried. Be- 
cause of this thought we find Mr. Wyatt 
less of an excuse for Marie than does Mr. 
Hard. 

Nevertheless we do not wish to do in- 

justice to a clever argument. If it had 
not been for Mr. Wyatt and for Har- 
greaves and Crompton, the ladies who sit 
at the opera might take a more intimatély 
personal delight in a compliment aid their 
apparel—a compliment to their own wheel 
and their own loom. But again we reflect 
that in Buch a case they probably would 
not be at the opera. 
No doubt Mr. Hard’s indictment of 
Marie, or more properly of Marie’s father 
and husband, will be followed by a verdict 
of guilty when the case comes to trial, 
and without wishing to deprive the de- 
fendants' of the benefit of any such miti- 
gating circumstances as afforded by John 
Watt, we nevertheless think of the 
potatoes which remain for any Marie to 
peel. This leads us to the conclusion that 
the work is there if Marie has any in- 
stinctive desire to do it. 

However, we are ignoring Mr. Hard’s 
réal point of exposition. Marie has been 
trained to avoid work and to evade pain. 
Marie does not want children. They who 
trained her, who “ removed from her life 
all need and finally all desire to make 
efforts and to accomplish results through 
struggle in defiance of difficulty and at the 
cost of pain,” are surprised. 


EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY. 

The American Federation of Labor has 
expressed itself unequivocally as regards 
employers’ liability and workmen's com- 
pensation laws. It is in favor of com- 
bining them. The adoption of a con- 
trary policy by the Chicago Federation of 
Labor has been responsible for the in- 
ability of the Illinois employers’ liability 
commission to agree on a bill to be recom- 
mended to the Iegislature. 

The local federation has been overruled 
by the national body, and a decent regard 
for authority should induce it to acquiesce 
in the verdict. If it were to.abandon now 
its opposition to the meagure which had 
the approval of a majority of the commis- 
sion there might be sufficient time left to 
get it in shape for submission to the gen- 
eral assembly. That measure, in the opin- 
ion of the president of the Iilinois miners’ 
organization, would give injured miners at 
least ten times as much as they could gat 
under present laws. 

Even if the opposition of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor were to continue, that 
should not be a veto en legislation at the 
approaching session. The general assem- 
bly can take the measure which the com- 
mission had before it and make all needful 
amendments. Other industrial states, with 
New York in the lead, are passing em- 
ployers’ liability and workmen's compensa - 
tion laws, and Illinois should not be at the 
tail end of the procession. 


SENATOR LODGE’S SEAT IN DANGER

“PERSONAL MENTION” AGAIN. 

We come te a necessity for plain words. 
Our attempts to explain that the per- 
sonal mention” columa of a mall news 
paper is reprinted occasionally in a larger 
one not in derision but in appreciatien 
of the fact that it revives the memory of 
Arcadian days in the minds of many 
readers, are merely mistaken as something 
sti} more contributory to metropolivan 
jocosene<s. 

The matter is importart, and we get 
down to brass tacks: 

Seventy-five per cent of the men who 
write for large city papers began news- 
paper work by gathering “ personals” at 
the railway station, and their hopeless 
ideal was that departed hustler who was 
able to produce q daily average of two 
columns of such “mention.” In their 
desperatlon to approximate the work of 
this genius, constantly mentioned by the 
publisher, some were driven to the expe- 
dient of copying the various hotel regis- 
ters and dishing up the names thus: 
“John McWilliams of Akron was a caller 
in our city yesterday”; W. J. Smiley 
of Urvaha had business in town Tues- 
day”; “Samuel Applehauser of Xenia 
was seen on our streets last nigh*.” 

Ninety per cent of the people ot such 
a city as Chicago having American born 
fathers were brought up on such per- 
sonals,” and when they read such reprint 
it is like going back home for Christmas. 

Twenty per cent (we are becoming as 
recklessly statistical as a politician) still 
subscribe for the home paper and read 
such “ mention daily just to keep track 
of the home folks. 

And, lastly: 

The same theory which gives a jour 
nalistie value to the personal column in 
a small paper is followed In the makeup 
of-a big one, and that is: 

Publish news of people whom people 
know. 

Now, are we square with the world?

do ont in any way affect national obliga- 
tions. If one dynasty takes the place of an- 
other, or if a republic supercedes a mon- 
archy, or vice versa, the treaties and pledges 
made in behalf of the state remain just as 


} binding as before. 


Thus, when the present ex-queen of Na- 
ples, as Duchess Marie of Bavaria, was mar- 
ried in 1850 by proxy to the then Duke of 


} Calabria, a treaty was negotiated between 


the kingdoms of Naples and of Bavaria 
. whereby the former bound itself to pay a cer- 
tain amount per year to the duchess as con- 
sort of the heir apparent. 6 stil! ! an- 
nuity to her as queen of Naples, a yet 
larger annual allowance to her as widow of 
the king. 

As long as her husband remained alive 
and there was a poesibility of his reetoration 
to the throne of Naples. she made no move to 
enforce her richts. But when he died, some 
fifteen or sixteen years ago, she caused her 
pecuniary claims upon the Italian treasury 
to be. presehted through the German em- 
bassy at Rome; the Italian kingdom, by ab- 
sor bing that of Naples, having become there- 
by invested with its treaty obligations. On 
the strength, therefore, of this treaty, con- 
cluded between Bavaria and the kingdom of 
Naples, more than fifty years ago, the Italian 
treasury still pays to the ex-queen of Naples 
today a handsome annual allowance. and she 
was, moreover, enabled at the time of her 
husband's death to collect five years of ar- 
rears, the remainder being barred by sta tu- 
tory limitations.

Just in the same way will the republican 
government at Lisbon be compelled to pay, 
as long as Queen Pia lives, the full amount of 
the annuity which the Portuguese govern- 
ment bound itself by treaty with Italy to 
allow to ber in the event of widowhood, at 
the time of her marriage in 1802 by proxy 
to King Luis, grandfather of Dom Manuel. 

Had Napoleon III. married a foreign prin- 
cess of the blood, instead of a Spanish grand- 
esse. the union would have formed the sub- 
ject of u treaty between France and the na- 
tion to which the emperor's bride belonged, 
and the present republic would have been 
compelled, by virtue of that treaty, to pay to 
the emperor’s widow the annuity stipu- 
lated in the document as long as she lived. 
Eugenie, however, not being of royal birth. 
and her marriage not having formed the 
subject of any international treaty, has no 
claims on the French treasury nor has 
Queen Natalie, daughter of the Ruselan 
Col. Keschke, on the national exchequer of 
Servia. 

How scrupulous nations are about this 
matter is best shown by the fact that when 
Napoleon I. was overthrown, the govern- 
ment of Louis XVIII. and of Charles X., in 
spite of their execration of everything con- 
nected with the Napoleonic régime, caused 
the national treasury of France to continue 
to pay the annuities which Napoleon had 
awarded to his most successful generals. to 
big leading statesmen, and even to his fem- 
Inine favorites, and which had been inscribed 
on the grand livre, or national ledger, of 
France. 

In instances where the annuities consti- 
tuted the endowment of titles, and were 
heritable in the male line, the French treas- 
ury continued to pay them under King Louls 
Philippe, under the second republic, through- 
out the reign of Napoleon III., and until quite 
recently, under the third republic, although 
the recipients were in most cases publicly 
avowed adverearies of the government of 
the day and bent upon its overthrow. It is 
only about three or four years ago that the 
French government, at a considerable ex- 
pense, commuted moet if not all of these 
annuities at prices entirely satisfactory to 
their recipients.

HE vital points of any faith are not in

We argue over the spiritual significance 
ot bis words instead of seeking to demon- 
strate the practical advantage of doing his 
will. . 

How has it come to pase that, at least in 
the popular mind, the emphasis in religion 
ig on creed rather than on character, on 
agreement as to words rather than on agree- 
ment for work? 

Is it not because it has been found so much 
easier to write a creed than it is to develop 
character? And because we have so often 
chosen the easier way religion has lost value 
and power in the world. 

Whenever the disputes over doctrines arise 
amongst men, we need to remember that 
the matter of supreme importance does not 
le there. The point at which religion con- 
corn us, the great questions that 
man’s consciousness of his infinite possibill- 
ties puts to us, is whether we are realizing 
those possibilities. Religion asks of us what 
we are and whether we are striving after the 
realization of our better selves and our bet- 


ter world. 
The great question for us all is not so much 


‘the name we leave behind as the power we 


continue to-exert; not what we can give the 
world of wealth, of fame, of learning, but 
what we can give of an enriching person- 
ality; not the philosophy we may write, but 
the reality we give to ideals. 

Character is the eternal increment of our 
world. Character is what I am, not what 
I may be thought to be, nor yet what I would 
like to be. It is the sum and result of all 
the impulses, habita, aspirations, desires, 
and passions of the life. 1. is the aroma and 
fragrance of a life og its stench and evil odor. 
It is of myself essentially and not super u- 
cially. It is the real contribution which my 
life makes to the whole world. 

If the church fails at the point of charac- 
ter, she fails at every point. Her business is 
with the characters of men. No matter how 
exact her historical knowledge, no matter 
how satisfactory her philosophy, no matter 
now colplex and efficien. her organizations 
may be, unless she is so affecting the mind 
and hearts of men, so moving on their eme 
tions and persuading their judgment, soe 
controlling their habits that they grow into 
beauty of living, all her woPk is worse than 
useless. 

Let men live their faith, and faith will be 
a living thing to them. If we believe in a 
God of love we must preach our belief by 
love to men, and if we believe in a fairer 
world we must demonstrate our faith by 
work to make this world better and life 
sweéter and more divine.

Mr. Best is both radical and conservative 
„his attitude toward the Bible as contain- 
¢ a panacea for the ills of humanity; but he 
practical when he urges the unity of the 
tiptures in saying that upon every page 


is a story from which the present day min- 
ister may preach a sermon of helpfulness 
along both the intellectual and moral Mnes. 
The trouble, Mr. Best seems to think, is due 
to a failure upon the part-of the minister 
himself when he falls to make a close exam- 
ination of himself and his relation to his own 
day. and, like the prophet of old, speak forth 
with all the power in him the message from 
the Infinity. 

Mr. Best ask: When he searches him- 
self rightly, does not the minister realize, for 


example, that at times there creeps back ) 


over him the spell of that obseseing historical | 


enthusiasm which used to master him, espe- 
clal'y in seminary—the super-strong interest 
in ancient facts and ancient folks and ancient 
fashions of thought? And under. that influ- 
ence he works out a sermon in which dead 
and gone old worthies parade back and forth 
merely to show off their ancient grandeurs. 
He makes his sermon immense in the expanse 
of its view backward. It's scholarly to the 
last degree.

IN ANNUAL GAME 


Brilliant Work of One Man, 
Dalton, Responsible for 
Annapolis Victory. ~ 


KICKS A GOAL FROM FIELD 


Battle Ends with Score 3-0; Great 
Crowds Watch the Thrill- 
ing Spectacle. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 26.—That old rule 
which teaches that if one cares to succeed he 
must try, try again. was forcibly brought 
to mind on Franklin field this afterrioon, 
when the Navy in a bard and clean game of 
football and before a large and enthusiastic 
crowd defeated their old rivals, the Army, by 
the score of 8 to 0. 

After six attempts to boot the ball from 
placement over the West Point goal line, 
Dalton, the sturdy right half back of the 
midshipmen team, succeeded on his seventh 
effort and the three points for which he had 
been striving looked good to the Navy and 
proved to be sufficient to win the game.

The Navy deserved the victory, for the 
midshipmen put up a sterling game and ou.

Gown to the instant when Field Judge Fultz 
threw up his hand and declared the contest 
at an end. 

Of Dalton’s seven attempts at goals from 
the field three were made from the thirty 
yard line, the last of which succeeded; one 
from the nineteen yard line, one from twen- 
ty-six yards, another from thirty-nine, and 
one mighty effort fifty-one yards from the 
Army goal. All but three of his kicks car- 
ried to the goal line, but the stiff wind from 
the northwest which blew across the field 
carried the ball to one side of the goal 
posts.

made two attempts at field goals, one from 
the forty-four yard line and the other at 
forty-five yards, but neither kick came near 
a score. 

The frequency wih which resort was made 
to this method of attempting to core was 
because of the difficulty each team had in 
advancing the ball consistently.

DISCUSS RULES FOR 1911. 
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J. P. V. C. Men Have Several Changes 
They Purpose Recommending. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

E. M. Milis of the Chicago Yacht club is 
the first local amateur sailor to announce an 
addition to the pleasure fleet for the season 
of 1911.. When navigation opens next spring 
Mr. Millis will place in commission Sallie, 
one of the finest schooner yachts on Lake 
Michigan, The purchase was made last week 
from the Savidge estate of Grand Haven, 
Mich., which has, been the home port of the 
stanch double sticker since it was built, in 
1800, by the late William Savidge and his 
brother, George P, Savidge. 

Sallie is a wood, centerboard schooner 
sixty-fhree feet five inches long over all and 
forty-three feet long on the waterline.

Your openings in both cases were entirely 
gound, results notwithstanding. During the 
last week I saw a diamond opening from a 
hand similar to the first one given, which 
cost the leader and his partner six tricks. 

In the second case evidently the only lead 
which would have saved the situation would 
have been the ace of spades, and that would 
have been simply imbecile. The original 
lead must be made with no Knowledge of the 
other three hands, and of course cannot be 
always the one which produces the best re- 
sults. 

In making the regular leads you have the 
card chances in your favor and 
win in a majority of cises.

Out of this army—and there have been few armies with a longer or more terrible Hat 
casualties—only one in eight ever gets damages. The few that do are compelled to divide 


the lawyers who prosecute their claims.

to produce positive evidence to prove that the man injured was not so guilty. 
That was hard to do, particularly when the workman happened to have been killed in the 
accident. Under the new law the weight rests with the 
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wages.

To Solder Pure Aluminum. 


TRE aluminum ls frequently dificuk 
to solder on account of the film of alumi- 
num oxide which forms on the surface 
in the fusing process. One means of 
avoiding this is first to tin the surface 
to which the solder is to be applied with an 
alloy of one part aluminum to five parts tin. 
After this has been applied any of the fol- 
lowing formulas will serve in the manufac- 
ture of an efficient solder: Five parte zinc, 
two parts tin, and one part lead; nine parts 
zinc, 100 parts tin, and 165 parts jead; forty- 
six parts zinc, two perts tin, and fifty-two 
parts copper; ten parts zinc, 100 parts tin, 
twenty parts silver and from one to six parts 
luminum. 
* the following five the surface should 
in all cases be tinned: Seventy parts alumi- 
num, twenty parts tin, and ten parts copper 
or silver; five parts zinc and ninety-five parts 
tin; thirty parts aluminum, twenty parts 
copper, and fifty parts zinc; twelve parts 
aluminum eight parts copper, and eighty 
parts zinc; six parts aluminum, four parts 
copper, and ninety parts zine. In the process

Cutting Left Hand Thread.

He may not felicitate himself upon his right 
to seek employment elsewhere, when. the 
terms proposed are unsatisfactory,and unfair 
to him, because in reality he has no such 
right. He must have work at whatsoever 
terms it is offered to him. 

Fortunately, our courts are beginning to 
recognize this actual inequality between the 
employer and his workman, and endeavoring 
to apply rules more equitable for modern in- 
dustrial conditions. Hope for the workman 
in a fairer conception by the courts of the 
actual inequalities which all recognize as ex- 
isting is to be found in a recent decision of the 
Supreme court of the United States. In dis- 
cussing this subject the court says: “ The 
legislature has also recognized the fact, 
which the experience of legislators in many 
states has corroborated, that the proprietors 
of these establishments and their operatives 
do not stand upon an equality, and that their 
interests are, to a certain extent, conflicting. 
The former naturally desire to obtain as much 
labor as possible from their emple while 
the latter are often induced by the fear of dis- 
charge on comtorn to regulations which.their 
judgment, faizly exercised, would pronounce 
to be detrimental! to their health or strength. 
In other words, the proprietors lay down the 
rules and the laborers are practically con- 
strained to obey them. In such cases seif- 
interest is often an unsafe guide and the lecis

employer to his employé in every case of per- 
songl injury, no matter who ip at fault, and 
which automatically pays to the employé or 
his family a certain, definite, and just sum, 
depending upon the seriousnese of the injury;

The compensation is paid in every case of 
accident. It ts paid promptly. The whole 
amount paid goes to the workman or his de- 
pendents. No lawyers are necessary. It is 
paid through the government postal depart- 
ment, thus insuring the safety of the fund and 
promptness in payment of all claims. 

The injured persons get the money when ft 
is most needed, and they are not compelled 
to wait for five or six or ten years the doubt 
fu) result of a lawsuit. The payments made 
are usually based on a scale equal to about 
one-half the wages received by the employé 
while working, and in serious cases amount 


to a reasonable pension during disability and

The employé’s rights in case of injury ere 
fixed by law and not by.the employer. The 
employé himself is powerless to barter away 
the privileges which these wholesome laws 
afford him. 

Statistics recently compiled by the German 
government show that about 42 per cent of 
the accidents which occur in the industries 
of the empire are due to the necessary and 
inherent risks of the business—they are 
„ trade risks." 

The wear and tear of machinery is always 
figured by the modern employer as one of 
his permanent items of expense, which he 
expects the business to pay. He regulates 
the price of his product so that the income 
from his business will cover this expense. 

There would seem to be no good reason in. 
law or morals why the employer should not 
exhibit as much anxiety for broken arms as

Spare Moments of Stenographer. 


HE etenographer’s spare half hours or 
even moments in the office, coming 
during the day, when the brain is fresh 
and active, may be made profitable by 
having a definite task ready to turn to 

at any time and utilizing them toward some 
particular purpose. A wise seametress lea ves 
her needle and sewing invitingly ready for 
work at her first leisure moment. The aggre- 
gate of our spare moments for a month would 
represent surprising possibilities, but if one 
must first cast about for a task and then 
search for materials the momenis are likely 
to slip away unused. ; 

A stenographer should have in her desk a 
shorthand dictionary, her old shorthand text 
book, and typewriting manual which shé 
used at business college. In the light of the 
experience gained since the days of her ap- 
prenticeship in stenography an occasional re- 
reading of the lessons and word signs in the 
text book will be wonderfully helpful. The 
text book also containe lists of rules and 


phrases which were not thoroughly learned 


at ‘business college, because many of them 
ire useful only in more difficult dictation 
than that in which students are trained, and 
would only have burdened the memory. The 
thorough learning of about ten of these a day 
will materially increase, one’s shorthand 
speed. 

With the aid of the shorthand dictionary 
go over old shorthand notes correcting out- 
lines and watching for neglected opportuni- 
ties to phrase and combine outlines If your 
dictation is slow now you can prepare your- 
self to take rapid dictation in the future by 
writing scientific shorthand and keeping a 
careful eye for ways tosavetime. True, safe 
shorthand speed is that which is much more 
the result of a sure knowledge of its laws 


and expedients than of the mere manual 
quickness gained by practice. . N 

One may increase the vocabulary and en- 
hance one’s understanding of the letters or 
copy by looking up in the dictionary un- 
familiar words found in back dictation. 

Typewriting manuais contain model forms 
of legal documents, tabulations, special kinds 
of business letters, etc., with which it pays 
one to become familiar. 

An occasional examination of the carbos 
copies of one’s old letters, revealing careless 
typewriting and corrections by the dictator, 


lis wholesome. 


It certainly will not harm your standing 
with the firm if from practice in odd moments 
you are at some rush time able to assist with 
the billing or to take phonograph dictation. 

If a stenographer has ambitions toward 
being a correspondent at some future time a 
good practice is to Flance over a well worded 
letter, elther in her note book or typewriting 
manual, get the\gist of it, write an original 
letter, and then by comparison note wherein 
her letter is inferior in clearness, brevity, 
strength, or good English. . 

The letter files, bill files, ledgers, maliing 
lists, adding machine, circular matter, or 
sample cases of any office ord means of 
learning more about an individual firm's busi- 


ness or about business methods in general. 
It is for the stenographer to decide whether 


@she can more profitably give attention to im- 


proving her mechanical! efficiency as a ste- 
nographer or to increasing her knowledge of 
the business of the particular frm by which 
she is employed.

the future supply. The destruction 
of our native forests has gone on 
Wantonly until the days are numbered when 
these forests will be exhausted. In some in- 
stances reforestation is resorted to, but at 
best it will take morethan one generation for 
these timber reserves to produce a market- 
able crop, and it will be impossible to turn 
the whole forest area again into timber. 
America is facing much the same situation 
thet prevails in Chine, Persia, and Palestine, 
where forest denudation has left hilleides 
bare and unproductive, aided the progress of 
erosion, devastated once fertile fields, and 
impoverished the people. 

The experts of the United States agricul- 
tural bureau and forestry department, to- 
gether with other students of the forestry 
situation. have given more attention of late 
to the eusalyptus tree This tree is a native 
of Australia. where it stand in the forests 
rivaling in size our own celebrated big trees 
of California. Specimens of this tree thirty 
cet in diameter and over 400 feet high are 
frequertly met with in Australian forests, 
This tree was introduced into the United 
States in 1856 by people returning from Au- 
straila, who planted the tree in California. 
It was planted merely for curtority or orna- 
mental purposes. 

The rapid growth of the tree soon attracted 
the attention of Californians and it wes 
pianteu widely for windbreaks. shade, and for 
fuel. Many which were planted from twenty 
to forty years ago in the odd corners of the 
ranches and along the roa@weys now stand 
as magnificent trees, sear straight, and solid.

Eucalyptus is as hard as oak, as tough as 
hickory, and as deautiful as mahogeny. In 
fact, eucalyptus wood is now being used for 
all the purposes where hardwood is required. 
It takes the place of hickory in vebicle con- 
setruction, it replaces oak and elm in the con- 
struction of agricultural implements, and re- 
places birch and mahogany for interior an- 
ish and furniture. 

The thing which makes the eucalyptus tree 
especiaily valuable is the faci that it grows 
more rapidly than any other tree. These 
trees at the age of 10 years will average from 
twelve to twenty inches in diameter and 
from 100 to 150 in height. ‘There is no other 
lumber making tree which can be compared 
with eucalyptus in rapidity of growth. In-

from the fountain of youth, ready to 
unnumbered trees in the future. If the gov- 
ernment reports did not bear testimony to the 
rapidity of the growth of the eucalyptus tree 
one would hesitate to speak of it for fear ‘of 
heing disbelieved. 

In not a few instances men who planted 
waste corners of their farms and hillsides 
with eucalyptus trees from ten to twenty 
years ago have found that these trees from 
which they expected nothing but. shade for 
stock or at the mos} fire wood, have yielded 
them fortunes which have made them inde- 
pendent. One of the most remarkable in- 
stances of this kin& was that experienced by 
Frank Meacham at Peteluma, Cal. Mr. 
Meacham planted a strip of these trees for 
a wind break. There were seven rows of the 
trees planted in a sirip sixty feet wide and 
one and one-half miles long, conteining 4,000 
trees. 

These thoes. eighteen years after planting, 
by actual measurement. averaged a little 
more than twenty-<wo inches in 
and their average height was estimated at 
100 to 180 feet. It they had been but sixteen 
inches in diameter instead of 22 they would 
have contained, according to the rule for 
estimating standing timber, 440 board feet 


each. ~~ . 
Fortune from Eleven Acres. 


The 4,000 trees at that rete contained 
1,700,000 feet of lumber. The lowest quote- 
tion on thie class of lumber is §40 a thousand 
for dimension timber. At that rate, 170 000 
feet of lumber would be worth dasses This 
amount of lumber was produced on eleven 
acres. In other words, this crop ef timber 
yielded $12,800 per acre at the endot eighteen 
years, or @ Mttle better than §700 per ecre 
a year. 

Others seeing the success of the pioneer 
eucalyptus growers have waked up to the 
possibilities which eucalyptus offers. The 
result is that at present extensive planting 
of eucalyptus is under way in this great west- 
ern state. In not a few instances, fruit grow- 
ers are replacing their vineyards and 
orchards with the eucalyptus. In fact, as one 
travels through California today he sees on 
every hand the towering tops of theese young 
giants reaching up ebove surrounding or- 
chards,.or planted in grove formation from 
mix to eight feet apart in acreage tracts. 

Where formerly these trees were planted 
im the poorer parte of the ranches, they are 
now being planted in the best of California 
soll and are responding to the care they are 
receiving with wonderful promises of large 
results. By the time the native barndwood 
supply te exhausted, wh by the United 
States department is set ‘for fifteen years 
hence, vast groves of eucalyptus now being 
planted in California will then be tor 
the sawmills and will turn out a er of 
hardwood lumber that wil be inferior in no 
respect to the mapie, birch, hickory, and oak 
which by that time will have practically dia- 
appeared, as the back walnut has already 
vanished

Here, Sc, is a common vise screw of wood or 
metal such as can be bought for 30 to 50 
cents at any hardware store. 

This is run through a hardwood block. V. 
Shaped as shown and four or five inches deep. 
The hole, O, in it is cut go the screw fits 
loosely through. 

From the block, V, run two inch Square 
sticks, v, of hard wood, too, these being a 
foot or so long and fitted into square holes 
eut m V. They are joined by a etick, w, at 


their outer end to hold them always parallel. 


A two-by-four is now fastened under the 
bench top at C, as far away from the end 
one, B, as the outside width of the slide 
sticks, v. On the inner faces of these two- 
by-fours, B. are small square sticks, S, act - 
ing as guides so that the sticks, v, slide 
between them. 

The sticks, v, run through loose square 


holes in the apron, D—behind which the nut 


of the screw comes—and at such a distance 


from the top edge that the block, V. will be 


flush with the bench top when in place. These 
slipped through, the piece, w. is screwed in 
place, the screw, Sc, screwed through the 
nut part—which is screwed to the back of D, 
inside—and all is ready.

It is the one 
day, too, that every woman strives to 
look her best.

me bride is the center of admiration, the 

b star of the occasion, the one on whom 
some gaze with looks of admiration and 
some with looks of envy. 

No time in the year has a bride more opportuni- 
ties for an effective background for her wedding than 
at the holiday season—the holly and mistletoe blend- 
ing beautifully with the orange blossoms and tulle. 

A remarkable peculiarity of the weddings of this 
fall and winter has been the choice of Saturday as a 
marriage day-—the day that was held in bygone times 
to bring “no luck at all“ to the young pair. 

This upheaval of the superstition is one of the 
many to be added to the long list already compiled 
by the modern American girl; brides who wear colors 
on their snowy robes, brides who openly wear pearls, 
brides who wear black millinery and choose traveling 
frocks of black if they wish, abound now. 


Bitter tears would have been shed and horror struck 


hands been uplifted in the old days by those who 
feared the defiance of superstition. But the modern 
bride has her own way of facing life and she ig not 
to be hampered by foolish saws. 

At the same time many a pretty and tender custom 
of the past appeals. They may not favor the old pian 
of draping the face modestly for the marriage cere- 
mony; indeed, the modern bride prefers not to be 
stified or have her vision blurred beneath the folds 


r ene vel, be it ever so handsome, and moréover, 


whether they remember the ancient promise of good 
fortune to those who wear upon their wedding day 
a borrowed garment or whether it is only the in- 
trinsic beauty of the antique lace veil that appeals, 
who shall say? 

The fact is that the custom of borrowing continues 
and the borrowed plume ies often the bridal veil, a 
lace flounce, or a handkerchief. The first question of 
importance after the bridal robe has been decided 
upon is “How shall I wear my veil?” 

Recent brides have. discovered a new plan of drap- 
ing it, so that the upper part of the lace forms a close 
fitting cap with ends either long or short banging from 
. There seems to be no so-called happy medium. The 
vell must fall either to the edge of the hem of the 
gown, or must be exceedingly short. 

The value of the cap arrangement is that the 
colffure need not be disarranged after the marriage 
ceremony, * it almost invariably is when the veil ts 
worn over the face. Many of these lace veils are 
mounted over tulle, for not only does the tulle soften 
the lace, but it also gives te it the little crispness 
that is missing in old lace. 

In arranging the cap the tulle is mounted on a 
small wire with one end of the cap wider than the 
other. This method simplifies draping. When, how- 
ever, the lace is in scarf or shaw! shape it is better 
to use it as an overdrapery for the tulle veil. Except 
in the panel arrangement the vei] should never er- 
tend quite to the end of the train, but stop at the 
edge of the hem 

In regard to the bridal wreath the spiked tiara 
of the orange blossoms and myrtle foliage has finally 
departed after a long reign of popularity. There has 
arrived in its place a small flat wreath, in some in- 
stances encircling the head ‘completely, in others 
ending half way around it. 

The latest idea in bridal bouquets is the bridal 
Wreaths intended to symbolise the wedding ring. It is 
known as the marriage ring of flowers and 1s car- 
ried by the bride instead of a bouquet They are 
usually made of orchids, lillies of the valley, and 
maiden hair ferns and caught at the top with a flat 
bow of satin ribbon from which falls a shower of 
Altes of the valley, or white roses are used ff place 


ef the orchids.

For some reason I never 
could make respectable buttonholes, and. 
dear me, how I have tried! But at last I 
have learned how to make the smartest look - 
ing buttonholes I have ever seen, and I am 
almost tempted to use them altogether.” 

She held up proudly her blue jacket, which 
had a touch of black satin on collar and 
cuffs, and frankly challenged me to criticise 
the buttonhole she had fust finished. 

It was beautiful, and I freely admitted that 
if I had not seen her working on the gar- 
ment I would have declared that no one but 
a tailor could have made the buttonhole. It 
was, indeed, deftly. made and far from de- 
tracting from the appearance of the plain, 
tallored suit, it added a delightful, finishing 
touch. The black satin edge of the button- 
hole against the rovgh blue cloth was rich 
and striking. 

Another feature whicn attracted attention 
to it was its size, being two inches long, just 
long enough to slip easily ower a large jew- 
eled button. But as there were to be only 
three buttons and buttonholes, their size and 
conspicuousness acded merely a charming 
trimming to an otherwise severe euit. 

I was curious te hear where she had ob- 
tained the secret of her buttonboles, and it 
did not at all amaze me that she had dis- 
covered them on a sample suit * which she 
had seen in a fashionable shop. And being 
a woman who has but to see a thing to know 
how to make it, she immediately reproduced 
the idea. That it is an excellent idea I can 
vouch for, as I have used it several times 
myself. 

In the first place, the buttonholes should 
correspond in color and material with any 
trimming on the suit or coat, and if there is 
none, then they should be made of self-color 
satin. As the coat and sul. buttonholes are 
the most difficult in the making, I am taking 
them as examples. 

If the finished buttonhbole is to be two 
inches long, cut the buttonhole sit one and 
one-half inches long. At each end of the slit 
cut diagonally outward and upward and then 
diagonally outward and downward an eighth 
of an inch, thus forming a triangle at each 
end of the buttonhole slit. If a coat button- 
hole is being, made, cut right through the 
canvas or linen. 

For each buttonhole cut two strips of satin 
on the straight of the goods one inch wide 
and two and a fourth inches long, and two 
strips of thin lining or lawn the same size as 
the satin strips. Take a satin strip, placing 
a lining strip under it, and fold at the center 
length wise of the strip, so that the satin will 
be on the outside. Press the folded strip, and 
with dressmaker's chalk draw a line across 
the strip one-eighth of an inch from the 
folded edge. 

Then on the outside of the garment place 
the folded satin strip on the upper side of the 
buttonhole slit, being sure that the folded 
edge is towards the top of the garment and 


that the chalked line on the satin fold coin- 


cides exactiy with a line drawn across the 
duttonhole just one-eighth of an inch above 
the slit. Baste on the line and stitch. Turn 
the seam back on to the wrong side of the 
coat, dampen and press, so that the coat 
material folds over ever so slightly on the 
satin edge, thus concealing the stitches of 
the seam on the right side. 

Place the second satin strip and huing on 
the lower side of the buttonhole slit in the 
same way by reversing the position of the 
garment. After pressing, turn under the 
triangles of cloth at each end of the button- 
hole, and with invisible stitches tack them 
down and join the two satin edges at each 
end of the buttonhole with a few stitches. 

Next cut a slit in the coat lining right under 
the buttonhole, turn in the edges and sew 
neatly by hand. Dampen the buttonhole and 
press again. 

This may seem like a great deal of work, 
but in reality it is not at all, and I am cer- 
tain if you ever make a buttonhole this way, 
and do the work well, you will be wonderfully 
pleased with the result, and after making a 
few you will be able to make new ones and 
repair old ones in no time.

The etiquette of the formal dinner party 
ie now exactly prescribed, and the hostess 


who ignores the well ordained rules will 


surely find herself led into embarrassing en- 


periments. 
The chief Dee e for a successful dinner 


party are a carefully selected group of con- 
ge::lal guests; a choice and well assorted. 


menu; prompt and watchful, but silent and 
unobtrusive, servants; and a host and boatess 
absolutely at their case, 

The choice of guests is, of course. the first 
‘and mobtgimportant consideration for the 
hostess. Upon this more than upon any other 
depends the success of the dinner, It is 
necessary that the people chosen should have 
interests, broadly speaking, of the same sort, 
that they may have enough in common to 
make a basis for easy, informal talk. If 
the people chosen have the capacity for en- 
tertaining and interesting one another the 
hostess should feel that the weightiest busi- 
ness is off her hends. 

In a crowded season invitations are sent 
two, ree, and even four weeks before a 
dinner for twelve or more people, is to be 
given. This enables a hostese to secure the 
guests she most wishes to entertain, and it 
makes it easier for her to send out additional 
invitations when any of her cards are de- 
clined. 

The invitation to a dinner should be an- 
ewered promptly and decisively. It la a 
grose incivility, or an indication of a de 
fective social education to allow a dinner 
card to Me two or three days awaiting its 
answer. : 

Verbal invitations or relies should never 
be given for formal dinners. R. 8. V. P. 
should not be put on a dinner invitation. 
Every well bred person knows an answer is 
necessary, and it is a reflection upon good 
manners to assume that no reply would be 
given if the requeet for it were omitted. 

It is important also that the reply should 
repeat, in the same words 4s the invitation, 
the date and hour of the dinner, so, if any 
mistake has inadvertently been made, it may 
be corrected, thus establishing an exact un- 
derstanding. 

The lHtth dinner party of eight is the most 
comfortable and genial. It the guests are 
properly chosen for a small dinner there 
should be in the atmosphere a combination 
of pretty formality and agreeable familiar- 
ity about thie function that no other can 
give in so large a degree. 

Guests are expected at the hour men- 
tioned in the invitation, and should be as 
near that time as possible. In cities like 
Chicago, where distances are great and exact 
time difficult to calculate, a little grace is 
allowed, but the hostess ts not expected to 
wait lorger than fifteen minutes for a tardy 
guest. 

The hour for a dinner, of such formalty 
that the tnvitations have been lesued two or 
three weeks in advance of the chosen even- 
ing, ie usually 8 o'clock. 

The hostess should be ready early. People 
frequently make a mistake in the hour and 
come too goon. She should also attend to 
the smallest detall of dinner before she goes 
to dress, so she will not lok haunted by 
visions of things gone wrong while receiving 
her guests. 

The hostese should be standing near the 
door to greet her guests as they arrive; while 
the host may circulate a ttle more freely. 
At a dinner of eight, introductions can easily 
be made before the feast is announced; at a 
larger dinner, the hostess must see to it that 
every man is presented to the women beside 
whom he is to sit at the table and take in. 

When the butler announces dinner, which 
he does by his appearance, oe he may

The 
most of the fullness should be taken off of 
the plaite which fall over the hips, although 
each plait probably will have to be moved 
over a little. ; 

Before ripping the bastings of the plaits 
at the hip line mark~the waist line one-half 
inch below the top and see how much too 
wide the skirt is there. Put pins in the 
same way as you did on the hip iine, plan- 
hing to move the outside fold of each plait 
@ little toward the back of the skirt until 
the waist te reduced to the right size. In 
folding the plaits over to reduce’ the size 
care must be taken not to make too marked 
a difference in one place. 

When on the figure the lines should be, 
in effect, straight, and by no means slant 
too far toward the back or front. The bast- 
ing will have to be taken out nearly to the 
bottom of each plait, and beginning at the 
top, fold each plait over to its new pcsition 
at the waist line, then at the hip, and let it 
gradually fall into its original position at the 
bottom. 

Before basting a plait down run the hand 
under the outside fold, to see that it does 
not twist underneath, and in this rebasting 
the material must be kept even at both the 
top and bottom. When the back is reached a 
second plait, narrower at the top than the 
bottom, ean be laid under the ones already 
there, to give extra fullness at the foot and 
still not to show at the top. 

Pin or baste the middle back seam together 
and try the skirt on. If the work has been 
accurately done there will be no altering, 
but if it is too large or too small. take it off 
and remeasure and let out or take up the 
side plaits. providing the lines are good 
everywhere. In fitting a skirt always sit 
down as well as stand up, for it must be loose 
enough not to pull up when sitting. 

After the skirt fite rip the back seam and 
mark on each plait the distance down from 
the waist that it is to be stitched, then stitch 
each plait close to the edge. The middle 
back seam is then stitched. and the placket 
opening finished. Lay the skirt right side 
out. and folded together down the middle 
front and back on a table, and pin together 
at the top and bottom so that the plaits 
match. Measure the correct lengths in the 
front. on the sides and in be back. Draw

‘NW the outskirts of Manila, lying 

within a circle more than a mile 

in eireumtference, nineteen long, low 

bufldings converge on an open space 

surrounding a large circular build- 

ing and form the largest prison in 

the world. It is one of the acquisi- 

tions of the United States resulting 

from the Wr with Spain, dut though located in 

the little group of ‘islands in the far ast it is 
known the world over as the Cafcel de Bilibid. 

There is probably no prison in the world con- 

structed as is Bilibid. Beside the nineteen prison 

‘quarters which radiate outward from the circular 

guardhouse in the center there are five other 

buildings composing the administration offices, 

the commissary and quartermaster’s storehouses, 


and the fce and electric, plants, all within the great 


virculer area. And the whole is effectually guarded 
not only by the watch tower In the enter but by guard 
poste placed at frequent intervals on the circular line 
surrounding the whole inclosure. 

The long low bulldings of Bilibid compose the orts- 
o nere quarters. Since the American Occupation of the 
islands the great prison has deen divided in half by a 
high stone wall. One half is set apart for the Ameri- 
can military and civilian prisoners, the remainder for 
thé mative Filipino, Spanish, Chinese, Japanese and 
other ‘prisoners of different natidnalities. The great 
prison has therefore been given two names; the former 

Presidio de Manila, the latter the Carcel de Bilibid. 
Whole prison is under military command, but the 
native section is directly Fer, re ae by native officials.

dine October, 1898, when the American officials took 
charge Of the prison, Bilibid has become a model prison. 


Those quarters known as the dormitories are not the 
congested cells of the old Spanish regime, but have 
been cleaned out until there is now a free circulation 
of air in each. Looking from one end of those. build- 
ings to the other you can see long rows of cots behind 
sections barred off with thick bamboo rods, and there 
is neatness and order throughout. Twelve wide win- 
dows line each side Of each building, and in the roofs 
of each there ts @ contintous row. of ventilators. 

The workshops, kitchens, lavatories and hospitals 
have been likewise improved, each being equipped with 
the most modern sanitary appliances. Bllibid, there- 
fore, instead of being called the “ Houses of Torture,” 
us named undes the Spanish regime, is being looked 
upon with a sort of pride by the native Filipinos as 
One of the model institutions of its kind in the world. 
its reconstruction has, in fact, educated the Filipinos 
to a great degree, because, while the discipline in Bili- 
bid is strict, the method of treating and caring for 
the prisoners within its confines has done more to dem- 
onstrate that the American * are a humane race 
than all other means. 

Bilibid has a daily routine much like other prisons. 
The prisoners are roused in the morning by thé call of 
the bugle at:6:45. Breakfast follows a certain amount 
of exercise. After that the prisoners go to the work 
shops until noon. ° Then comes @ light lunch, a siesta 
for an hour; more work until 6:30 p. m., then dinner, 
and they are locked up for the night. 

Twice a week the inmates are compelled to bathe, 
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and twice a week they are given clean clothes, not al- 
ways secured by many of them while on the outside. 
* 


Rations According to Nationality. 

There are four classes of rations issued to the pris- 
oners, depending on their nationality. The Americans 
receive the regular army ration, which costs about 25 
cents, the Europeans receive food at the rate of 14 
cents, the Filipino eats to the amount of 8 cents. The 
difference is not in the quality nor the amount. All of 
the food is palatable, well cooked and cleanly served, 
bat that which would suit the native element would not 
suit the American contingent, nor the reverse. Cloth- 
ing, which is the regulation prison suit and underwear, 
is supplied to each convict at a cost of about 60 cents 
a man. 

One of the most interesting features of the prison 
routine is the assemble for the evening roll call. The 
occupants of each dormitory are formed in a large 
company of four ranks deep, and each section of six- 
teen men is in charge of a convict of good standing. 
These s at attention while the prison band dis- 
courses several selections. The Filipinos are naturally 
excellent musicians, and it is no trouble to keep the 
band of forty-five men recruited to its limit. After the 
rolfcall the prisoners remain at attention until the 
band plays the “Star Spangled Banner,” when they 
are then marched to the quarters. Once a week there 
is also a review of the prisoners, headed by the band, 
and the drills often attain an unusual amount of*pro- 
ficiency. 

The employment of the prisoners consists of laun- 
dering, manufacturing bamboo furniture, weaving 
baskets, curtains, screens and hammocks, making rope, 
engraving on wood, horn, shell, and silver, making 
fancy and useful articles from horn and shell, wrap- 
ping coach whips, and there are also carpenters, wood 
turners, blacksmiths, stonemasons, bricklayers, and 
tailors, and occasionally an artist or two is found 
among the number and given a canvas.

Average Sales $12,000 Yearly. 


These articles are placed on sale, and from the reve- 
nue thus derived the prison often accumulates a surplus 
for the year. The average amount of receipts from 
this means is, about $12,000 a year. 

One of the greatest testimonials to the conduct of 
Bilibid is the low death fate since the American ad- 
ministration. Under the $panish rule it has sometimes 
reached as high as one iff five, while under the .Ameri- 
can direction it has never gone below one in sixty. 
Doubtless this is ‘due to the more humane method of 
treatment, none of the prisonefs, even to murderers, 
being held in solitary confinement without some ener- 
cise daily. The hospital also has every means of tréat- 
ing any disease which might break out, and there is a 
daily inspection of the men at each morning r 


to ferret out any ‘sickness. 


_ Bilfbid has seen many exciting days, and has had its 
walls crammed at times under the Spanish control, 
until it seemed as ff no more could be forced in. Yet 
there were, Its capacity was originally designed for 
2,000, but the records of its days when revolutions 
existed against the Spanish rule show that as many 
as 2,600 prisoners were confined there at one time. 
Bilibid was, in fact, designed for this purpose more 
than a century ago, and political prisoners outnum- 
bered the criminals each year since, according to the 
captured records of the prison. When Gen. F. A. 


Hughes took charge of the prison for the American 


government in October, 1898, he found over 2,000 pris- 
oners confined there against whom no charges had been 
recorded. The condition of these men and women he 
found most reyolting. “A great many of them.” he 
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said, were heavily ironed—most ¢ruelly ironed. For 
instance, there would be a man chained to the wall of 
a stone cell in which there was no light except through 
two loop holes high up and about two inches wide and 
a foot long. We also found some with bars of iron 
about three feet long to which were attached two fron 
loops that were fastened around their ankles, and they 
had to carry- those bars every step they made. The 
flesh around their ankles was worn altogether to the 
bone in many cases.”

In his report of that inspection Gen. Hughes also 
said that two hours after the prison had been turned 
over to the American authorities the irons which had 
been knocked off the prisoners were piled up and meas- 
ured more than a cord in size. 

Gen. Hughes had the authority to release those pris- 
oners against whom there were no criminal charges on 
the records, and within two days after he had assumed 
charge nearly one thousand political offenders against 
the Spanish rule of the islands had been set free. 

Bilibid has contained some noted Filipino pris- 
oners, Aguinaldo among the number, since the 
American control. Within the first few years of 
American occupation of the islands there were 
many lawless bands circulating throughout the 
hills. Their object was mostly plunder, an occu- 
pation in which many of them had been trained 
from childhood. Within the first two years these 
bands came into prison in detachments, and were 
not only sentenced for from two to five years, but 
were made to understand that plundering was a 
highly criminal offense. 

The Worst of these bands with which the United 
States had to contend were the Fatalists of the 
southern provinces. These men not only plund- 
ered but murdered. In fight they showed no 
quarter, and they made war against not only na- 
tive tribes, but against all not of their own tribe. 

The leader of this tribe was a character some- 
what similar to Aguinaldo, intelligent and edu- 
cated, and like most of his tribe of but slight 
build. There is probably no record in the world 
of any more fiendish man than this man Sakay, 
who, through his atrocities, came to an untimely 
end before he.reached his 23d birthday. 

Sakay carried on his operations with a band of 
five fleet footed, keen eyed, expert marksmen. His raids 
were not only confined to robbery and murder, but in- 
cluded the most unheard of tortures. When his vic- 
tims were captured they were taken to his camp and 
subjected to a lingering death. 

The circumstances which led to the capture of Sakay 
and his band were the tortures inflicted on an Ameri- 
can school teacher and a soldier. The finding of the 
bodies of these men resulted in a concerted attempt 
at the capture of Sakay. This was accomplished in. the 
spring of 1902, and Sakay and his five fiends were sent 
to Bilibid to await trial. 

The execution of Sakay and his men occurred in Bili- 
bid a month later. But through all this Sakay and his 
men presented the most innocent appearance. But one 
of them said they were Fatalists and expected the 
result of their trial, and it was not surprising 
that they went to their execution with the same 
innocent expression on their faces.
